Ferition; and happy were his Majeſty, had he rejected their importunity To every thin 
there i A ſeaſon, (ith the wiſe Man; and without doubt there is a ſeaſon for petitioning. Tis 
6ertainly our duty, with all humility, to beg of our Sovereign what we think neceſlary or conve- 
nient ſor the publick good ; yet for to preſs him to it, when he declares againſt ic for good rea- 
ſons, (as we ougut to ſuppoſe) is a very great preſumption, not to be endur'd in a Subject. If the
